APTAIN DUNCAN, of his Majefty’s frigate Medea, 
arrived at this office, late on Saturday might, with dif- 
patches from Rear- Admiral Graves, Commander in Chief of 
his. Majefty’s thips in North America, to Mr Stephens, of 


which the following are extracts : 


London, at Sandy Hook, Ang. 31. 178. 
HE 28th, Sir Samuel Hood arrived off the Hook with 
fourten fail of the line, four frigates, onc floop, and a 
fire-fhip, from the Weft Indies. The fame evening, intelli- 
gence was brought, that Monf. da Barras had failed the Sa- 
tirday before with his whole fquadron. As Sir Samuel Hood 
had brought intelligence from the Welt Indies, that all the 
French fleet from the Cape were failed, I immediately deter- 
mined to .proceed to the fouthward, in hopes to intercept the 
one, or both, if poffible. 
London, at Sea, Sept. 14. 1781. 
BEG you will be pleafed co acquaint my Lords” Conunit- 
I fioners of the Admiralty, that the moment the wind fer- 
) carry the thips over the bar, which was buoyed for the 
purpole, the fquadron came out, and Sir Samuel Hood get- 
ting under fail at the fame time, the flect proceeded together, 
on thé grft of Auguit, to the fouthward. 

The cruizers which I had placed before the Delaware could 
give me no Certain information, and the cruizers off the Che- 
fapeak had not joined ; the winds being rather favourable, we 
approached the Chefapeak the morning of the 5th of Septem- 
ber, when the advanced fhip made the fignal of a flect. We 
foon difcovered a number of great fhips at anchor, which feem- 
ed to be extended acrofs the entrance of the Chefapeak, from 
Cape Henry to the Middle Ground; they had a frigate crui- 
ziny off the Cape, which ftood in and joined them, and, as 
we approached, the whole fleet got under fail, and ftretched 


out to fea, with the wind at N. N. E. As we drew nearer, . 


IL. formed the line firft a-head, and then in fuch a manner as to 
bring his Majefty’s fleet nearly parallel to the line. of approach 
of the enemy, and when I found that our van was advanced as 
fur as the fhoal of the Middle Ground would admit of, I wore 
the fleet, and brought them upon the fame tack with the ene- 
niy, and nearly parallel to them, though we were by no means 
extended with their rear. So foon as*I judged that our van 
would be able to operate, I made the fignal to bear away and 
approach, and foon after, to engage the enemy clofe. Some- 
what after four the action began among(t the headmoft thips 
pretty clofe, and foon became general as far as the fecond thip 
trom-the center towards the rear. 
away to enable their center to fupport them, or they would 
have been cut up. The action did not entirely ceafe till’a lit-. 
tle after fun-fet, though at a confiderable diftance, for the cen- 
ter of the enemy continued to bear up as it advanced, and at 
that nsoment feemed to have little more in view than to thelter 
their own van, as it went away before the wind. 

‘ His Majefty’s fleet confifted of nineteen: fail of the line ; 
that of the French formed 24 fail in their line. After night, 
I fent the frigates to the van and rear to pufh forward the line, 
and keep it extended with the enemy, with a full intention to 
renew the engagement in the morning ; but when the frigate 


Fortunee returned from the van, I was informed that feveral of | 
the fhips had fuffered fo much, they were in no condition to 


renew the action until they had fecured their malts ; we, how- 
ever, kept well extended with the enemy all night. 

Wé continued all day (the 6th) in fight of each other, re- 
pairing our damages. 


maft. The Shrewfbury, whofe Captain loft a leg, and had 
the firft Lieutenant killed, was obliged to reef both top-mafts, 
fhifted her top-fail yards,. and had fuftained very great damage. 


I ordered Captain Colpoys, of the Orpheus, to take command | 


of her, and put her into a ftate for action. 
The Intrepid had both top-fail yards fhot down, her top- 
malts in great danger of falling, and her lower mafts and yards 


very much damaged, her Captain having behaved with the | 


greateft gallantry to cover the Shrewfbury. ‘The Montagu was 
in great danger of lofing her mafts ; the Terrible fo leaky as 
to keep all her pumps going; and the Ajax alfo very lcaky, 

In the prefent ftate of the fleet, and being five fail of the 
line lefs in number than the enemy,. and they having advanced 


. very much in the wind upon us during the day, I determined 


to tack after eight, to prevent being drawn too far from the 
Chefapeak, and to ftand to the northward. 

Inclofed is the line of battle, with the numbers killed and 
wounded in the different fhips. The fhips in general did their 
duty well, and the officers and pedple exerted themfelves ex- 
ceedingly, 

On the 8th it-came to.blow pretty frefh, and, in {tanding a-

immediately fent the Fortunee and Orpheus frigates to attend | 


upon her, 

Tt being determined, in a council of war, on the roth, to 
evacuate the Terrible and deftroy her, I took the -firft calm 
day to effeét it, and at the firme time diftributed the water and 
provifions. ‘This took up the whole of the 11th; the wreck 
was fet fire to, and I bore up for the Chefapeak about nine at 
night. 

The fleets had continued in fight of each other for five days 
fuccefively, and ‘at times were very near. We had not {peed 
enough, in fo mutilated a ftate, to attack them, and they fhew- 
ed no Inclination to renew the action, for they generally. main- 
tained the wind of us, and had it often in their power. I fent 
Captain Duncan to reconnoitre the Chefapeak, who brought 
tie information of the French ficet being all anchored within 
the Cape, fo as to block the paflige. 1 then determined to 
follow the refolution of a council of war, to proceed with the 
fleet to New York before the equinox, and. there ufe every 
pothble means for putting the fhips into the beft {tate for fer- 
vice ; and I immediately difpatched the Medea with this peek-

‘morning, with difpatches from the Commodore, dated the 2 1{t 
of Auguft laft, of which the following is an extract : 
O* the 12th of June we were in the latitude of 26. 9. S. 
and longitude 20, 24. W. and here I detached the Ja- 
| fon, Active, Rattlefnake, and Lark, to precede the flect, in 
order to gain intelligence. 
On the gth of July, in the evening, ‘being in the rendez- 
'. vous given to the above-named fhips, they rejoined us, toge- 
| ther with the prize Heldwohkemade, a Dutch Ea(t India thip, 
| lately commanded by seg Vrolyk, ‘bound to Ceylon, load- 
ed with ftores and proviftons, and abodt forty thoufand pounds 
in bullion. 
| ‘The prize; Heldwoltemade, had come laft fromr Saldanha 
| Bay; the failed the 28th of June; the ftruck to the Active 
| on the rift of July. 
From Captain Piget I received a body of intelligence, di- 
| gefted by Licutenant d’Auvergne, a very promifing young of- 
| ficer ; it contained, as yout Lordthip obferve, 2 certain 
| account, that Moofieur Suffreio had arrived in Falfe Bay, on 
the 21ft of June, with his five hips of the'line, and the great- 
| eft part of his tranfports, and that there were five Dutch Eaft- 
| India fhips at anchor in the bay of Saldanha; I therefore re- 
folved to enter that bay: I fteered to the north of the harbour 
, towards St Martin’s Point, otherwife called the bay of St He- 
| len’s. I took the charge of pilotage on myfelf, and run in 
| fhore under cover of the night, judging ‘my- diltance by the 
lead: The weather was very foggy, and continued fo till the 
| morning of the 21{t of July; the wind was.at north-caft. At 
| eight o’clock in the morning we had a clear fight of the land, 
| diftance about four miles, and bore“up for Saldanha bay. We 
; were forced to turn by traverfes into the bay; neverthelefs our 
| arrival was fo unexpected, and our movements fo rapid, by car- 
| rying every fail we could bear, that the Dutch had jult time to 
| cut their cables, to loofe their fore-top fails, which were kept 
bent for this purpofe, and to run their fhips on fhore, and to 
fet them on fire, as the Romney dropt anchor; but our boats 
boarded them fo quickly, and our people behaved fo gallantly, 
that the flames in all of them were foon extinguithed, except in 
the Middleburg 3 fhe burnt with incredible fury, and, beco- 
ming light as fhe confumed, fhe got afloat; when her matts 
tumbled, and had nearly drifted’ on board two of the other pri- 
zes: However, ‘by an exertion of the boats of the fquadron, 
fhe was towed off, {tern foremoft, in which the General in 
perfon aflifted. The boats had not Ieft the Middleburg ten 
minutes, when fhe blew up clofé by the fouth point of Hotties 
bay. 
At this time alfo a boat was feen rowing to our fhip, filled 
with peoplé in’the eaftern Parb, mgking humble figns of fub- 
miflion. They prove to be the Kings of Tarnate and Tidore, 
with the Pfinces of thelr refpective families, whom the Dutch 
Eaft-India Company had long confined on Ifle Robin, with 
different malefactors, but had lately. removed them from that 
ifland to Saldanha. ’ 
Before midnight we. had got all'the ptizes afloat, and next
